Claim 9 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form.

Claims 1-9 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9 of U.S. Patent No. 6,659,299 
B2 to Young et al in view of Motil, of record. 

The elimination of a part and its function has long been held to be obvious.. The 
only difference between claim 1 of Young et al and claim 1 of the present application is 
the elimination of the ratio of the radius of curvature of the leg to the Diameter of the 
lower extremity of the body. To have merely made the radius of curvature of the leg 
less than 0.75 of the diameter is merely a mater of degree difference and would have 
been obvious in view of the teaching of Motil where such radius may be the same as the

radius of the body. The remaining claims 2-9 are identical and would also have been 
obvious in view of the teaching by Motil.
